Most of the skilled vorkers in these 
arsenals v/ore recruited from the Hanyang and Mukden arsenals. These four 
factories can produce firearms of various calibers, shells, heavy and 
light machine guns, Czech and Chungcheng type rifles and imitations of 
American tommy guns and carbines. Chungking is the inain source for the 
supply of firearms and munitions to the South China Military Area and to 
the Democratic Republic of Vietnam. 
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
